Another way 
astronomers have 
of seeing into 
space is by 
launching 
telescopes which 
orbit high above 
the Earth.

Hubble is an 
optical telescope 
that cost £1.3 
billion to launch 
six years ago! 
Pictures of over 
1,500 galaxies - 12, 
billion light years 
away - are now 
being sent back to 
Earth from Hubble.
